Thinking it may be uf inleresi 
to some of your readers to hear 
from this part .of the world,’ I will 
vvrite a few lines j first as lo loca¬ 
tion: We are thirty miles north¬ 
west of Denver, and about 200 
feet higher, or 5100 feet, located 
just at the foot of the mountains. 
Boulder Creek runs through the 
pity, and .courses down what is 
called Boulder Canon, one of the 
finest, I am told, that there is in 
the State. The top of the range is 
about 35 or "40 miles from here, 
that i.s this part of the range. • 

When you go down frond this 
range, you come into one of the 
parks, and to go farther west you 
have to cross 'another range, so 
that when you are really across 
the range, you have gone nearly 
150 miles. 

This city has nearly or quite 
8000 people. It is the seat of the 
t-itate University, which has, with 
the preparatory .school, I think, 
over 800 students,' and I under- 
■staud, ranks fourth or fifth in the 
the line of.. State Universities in. 
the.United states; I might men¬ 
tion here that. the president is a 
Maine man, as - is also the dean of 
the' classical department. The 
city has seven large school build¬ 
ings and' about 1500 scholars. 
There are two denominational 
schools. 

We have several mills for crush.- 
ing ore, and one mill called a 
chlorination mill, which extracts 
the gold and silver from the ore. 
There are no mines close to the 
city, but out from sbven to twen¬ 
ty-eight miles there are plenty of 
them.. ' We have a narrow guage 
railroad running toward a min¬ 
ing camp, t-wenty miles from here, 
which is 9000 feet above sea-level, 
and the railroad passes through 
several other mining camps. We 
have two other railroads running 
into the city and expect we will 


have an^ electric road to Denver 
this summer. We have about 
three miles of. electric street rail¬ 
way ruunitig to the Chautauqua 
grounds, which are a city park. 
There we have an auditorium 
which will seat over 5000, a school 
building of four rooms, for the 
summer school a large dining-hall 
and . over seventy-five cottages. 
During the session of the summer 
scUool, which lasts about six weeks, 
there'are usually a, hundred or 
more tents,, so that they can ac¬ 
commodate a good many people on 
the grounds, besides a great many 
who prefer to stay in the city. 
Thia Chautauqua was started by 
Texas teachers, who desired to get 
away from the hot weather for a 
While, and is still largely patroniz¬ 
ed bv them, though it is not con¬ 
fined to them, as at one time it 
was stated that twenty-four States 
were represented on the grounds. 

Our city and the surrounding 
country has become a great deal 
excited dyer dll* In Dhcember, 
a wdll "about three miles from 
town struck, oil,-.-and soon after 
another did the Same, so there are 
now t-wo producing wells. One of 
them is punaping nearly or quite 
80 bbls. per day, and It-ls said to be 
the best oil, which has been found 
ill the United States for a greaj 
many years. Therd are* hpw more 
than 100 derricks finished or being 
built within a few miles of town, 
and a grestc many more com¬ 
panies organized, ■who will soon be 
at work drilling. It is thought by 
some that this will be one of the 
greatest oil fields in tbiS'eountryj 
but of .that only Wlcdie-c’aa tell. 
THe wells that have found oil 
have gone down between 2600 and 
3000 feet to get it,-. sq.Jlt is no small 
undertaking to sink, a well* The 
cost, is from $6000. to $7000.•.
